Applicant's terminal disclaimer, amendment to the claims, and corrections to the 
Notice of Non-compliance have been received. While applicant disagrees with the 
sending of a Notice of Non-compliance to correct claim status identifiers, such 
corrections are required under 37 CFR 1.121. 

The original examiner, who has left the Office, failed to identify plural species, 
therefore, an election of species requirement is herein presented. After applicant's 
election, an examination on the merits will be forthcoming. 

Claims 1-21 have been canceled. Claims 22-40 are pending.
